I knew that Tiny was itching to get his brand new Can Am 
on the highway. An argument with a Kangaroo over who was 
going to occupy a certain bit of road had rearranged his old 
model to the point where it was a write-off (my suspicions 
of a comparatively light frame seemed to be justified) and, as 
the new ISOOcc model was on the ramp. Tiny placed his order 
and sat back for an impatient wait. 

The delivery of his new ride coincided with a really cold 
period in July and I was interested to see whether Tiny’s 
motivation to hit the road was greater than his potential for 
becoming a human icicle. I must admit it was no surprise that 
my Sunday morning caller was Tiny, fairly champing at the 
bit. It seems that he’d already lured Dozy and Snoop out of 
their warm doggy beds, something that really surprised me, so 
I started the cold weather gear ritual. 

As you’ve probably already gathered, we ride all year round 
down in the Yass Valley; only really heavy rain baulks this mob. 
As far as really cold weather goes I think I’ve 
got it pretty well covered with the Ultra. After 
bulk years of riding just about every two- 
wheeled critter alive for various magazines 
and including my own rides, I had a fair idea 
what my ‘Goldilocks’ bike would need and the 
Harley Ultra checked all the boxes. 

The Harley’s big advantage for winter riding 
is the batwing fairing. I’ve kept the screen 
height box stock because it’s just the right 
height for me to hunker behind but I can still 
look over the top if things get to misty. A set of 
Symtec heated grips went on early in the piece, 
they’re good gear and, at the time looked more 
like original equipment than the factory ones. 

So, no problems with the ride, how about 
the tender pulsating body? Starting from the 
bottom bits a good pair of 75% wool socks or 
good quality thermals will do the job. I also use 
a pair of insulated ‘snow’ boots on the really icy 
days. Fifty bucks from Aldi and you’re keeping 
an important part of the set up cosy. Nothing 
worse than cold feet on a long ride. 

Going up to the leg bones... I’ve tried 
just about every combination known to man 


when it comes to keeping those bits warm. You can pay 
squillions for those trendy nylon combos but I’ve found 
that a good pair of jeans and thermal long undies keeps 
my ageing bits warm enough. I’ve seen some dudes use 
horse riding chaps when it gets too chilly. They’re usually 
sensibly priced waterproof wax cotton, easy to get on and 
off and easy to store. 

A thermal T-shirt, thermal high neck jumper and my 
Harley jacket cover the top half. If it looks like blizzard 
weather I have a heavy-duty coat patterned on a military 
watch coat that I fall back on. With its high zipped collar 
and double storm flaps it looks like it was designed for 
motorcycling. For the head bone I use an open face with a 
pull down visor, a set-up that allows me to appreciate my 
mates trying to see out of fully fogged, full-face helmets. 

The crew were all lined up under the servo’s parking bay 
when I rolled up, sharing an expression of ‘what the fuck 
am I doing here?’ Tiny was there on his new ride, ‘raring’ to 
go’, happy as a dog with two dicks. It was nice to see how 
motorcyclist will always go those extra yards to back a mate 
up, even when it seems to go against all natural survival 
instincts and common sense.

Now 25 was speaking my language, 
so later that day we were down near the 
dock where the cruise ships diseinbark 
setting up to photograph them with a 
few of their brothers alongside a very 
tantahsing 2013 CVO Breakout. Oh, 
and 25 even found a pretty girl to make 
matters even better! So we moved 
the bike around and got some great 
shots in what turned out to be a great 
afternoon. Ah yes it can be hard work 
but someone has to do it. . . 

Just as the first Softail did in 1984, 
the CVO Breakout created a sensation 



by brealdng new ground. H-D had 
previously experimented with big tyre 
factory custom bikes like the Rocker, 
which didn’t seem to hit the mark, 
but with the Breakout everything just 
seemed to drop firmly into place. And 
the world, including me, loved them, so 
much so that H-D then turned it into a 
standard model for 2014. 

The CVO’s are usually an up- 
spec stock bike but the Breakout was 
the first of its line and debuted with 
a llOci Screaming Eagle balanced 
motor, new Turbine wheels, heaps 
of H-D accessories and a paint job 
that just grabbed everybody by 
eyeballs and yelled ‘LOOK AT ME. 

And 25 had come up with the pick of 
the bunch paint wise in Hard Candy 
Gold Dust and Liquid Sun with Pagan 
Gold graphics. With its polished-steel 
sections on the fuel tank and guards 
plus a tint in the candy clear coat, 
the admirer is left staring at a look 
that Harley-Davidson calls Liquid 
Sun tone’. To give it the impression 
of having Gold Dust all over H D s 
painters applied large metal flake over a 
black base, and finished the job off with 
tinted clear. The effect was stunning but 
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unfortunately this awesome paint job 
created lots of problems and H-D had 
to cancel orders as they struck heaps or 
difficulties with maintaining the high 
quality of the finish. So the projected 
order of 1900 CVO Breakouts for 
2013 was drastically reduced to an 
unknown number. 

The 49mm front end is actually 
wider than the usual Softail front end 
(so does that make it a Wider-Glide 
front end?) to accommodate the wrder 
21”x 130mm front tyre and the whole 
front end has been dipped in chrome 
too, so sunhght just dances along it. 
The CVO Breakout also features alloy 


rear fender struts instead of the forged 
steel struts found on the stock Softail 
models plus the guards were cut to the 
bare minimum of legality (well for the 
USA anyway) and then fitted as close to 
the wheels as they could safely manage 
allowing for tyre growth when hot. 

Add to this the low seat height and 
the slammed tank look courtesy of 
the bar and riser mounted speedo 
and the bike looked like it was 
custom made in a chopper shop. 

Of course we never got the 
side mounted plate out here 
as standard because our law 
makers seem to think that there s

Custom touches to the bobber ' 
include the dished tank which 
Greg did himself after checking out 
the internet and following some 
instructions.

tank for two stroke oil but then he can’t 
drink that can he??? / 

The Little Rooster is finished in . ‘ " 
fiat black, everything except where it‘s 
painted red or in sandblasted chrome 
which looks like a satin silver finish. All 
of these factors combine to set it off and 
yes it’s registered, but Greg only gets 
her out for special occasions. 

The other bike featured is Greg’s 
Rat Rooster 1953 Bantam featuring 
the plunger rear end and was purchased 
after it had been involved in an 
accident with a tree on a farm, before 
being stored and forgotten about in a 
shed. Word got through to Greg about 
this and after a short trip the bike was 
back at Dickins Engineering where 
he was about to fix it up, when after a 
quick turn around the block he realised 
that it wasn’t as bad as the previous 
owner made out.

T’S no secret that my favourite brand after Harley is 
Moto Guzzi. For me they are the Italian Stallion (well 
okay, they do have the Golden Eagle as their mascot 
since they commenced manufacturing in 1921, way 
longer than Harley has used the Bald Eagle) so when I get 
the chance to throw a leg over one of their bikes I grab it 
firmly with both hands. 

My love affair started with Guzzi back in the ‘70s and it 
was the sound and look of their Le Mans that grabbed me 
the same way the H-D exhaust and look did. Yeah I know 
they are both very different but that’s what attracted me to 
them. The Le Mans looked fast even while it was parked and 
to hear one fire up was just the biz. Years later and having 
had a few mates who owned Guzzis my love affair with them 
was further enhanced by their Australian Importer who took 
a chance and offered me a ride on one for a magazine article. 
And man did I ever enjoy that! 


The latest Guzzi California 1400 Custom is a continuance 
of the bike that took the CHP contract from H-D, but it is 
much changed from its predecessor. The engine is virtually 
twice the capacity of that early bike and, on the 1400 custom, 
the screen and bags are gone. It still features the footboards 
and heel and toe gear change, as did the earlier Calis, but 
these have been updated and now the footboards have a 
plastic scraper underneath the footboards to prevent you from 
sharpening the footboards. The heel-n-toe shift is also more 
refined as the heel shifter can now be removed without any 
need of grinding or filing, just two Allen bolts and it s off. 

The 90° v-twin engine is a thing of beauty and power. 

It offers 88ft/lbs of torque early in its rev range at a paltry 
2,750rpm which is less than half of its 7,000rpm redline. 

This equates to great gobs of power out of the corners and off 
the line. Yes it will start to gallop early and keep running all 
the way up through its rev range. The fuel is via ride-by-wire 






EFI and is multipoint injection system in a 52mm throttle 
body and you have the choice of three fuel maps (rain, sport 
and touring) dependent on the road conditions. You can even 
make the change to a different map on the go. . .all you need 
to do is pull in the clutch and select the map via the mode 
switch and then let the clutch out. This is just the thing for a 
road like the Oxley Highway or up and down Macquarie Pass, 
you use Touring mode till you get close to the twisties and 
then flick it into Sport mode and the Cali Custom becomes a 
whole different bike. 

The brakes on the Guzzi are bloody brilliant being twin 
4-spot radial Brembo calipers up front biting on two 320mm 
discs and if that wasn’t enough braking for you it also features 
a 2-spot Brembo caliper and 282mm disc at the rear. And 
when you match this with the excellent engine-braking of the 
big 1400cc motor it is sheer braking sex, letting you brake late 
into corners and accelerate out with ease. 


Now Moto Guzzi rate this as one of their cruisers and 
it is, of a sort, but to me it would be a sports cruiser bike for 
the engine performance, braking, 165mm ground clearance 
which enables you to lean this over until you And that very 
little scrapes except for the board-savers. The bars offer you 
great control and the feedback that the bike offers the rider is 
excellent which inspires confidence so much that you’ll And 
yourself doubling the advised speed though corners and still 
feeling like it will go faster (it will and can but I won’t). Yep, 
this would be a sports bike for my mind but then I’m a fat old 
biker. . . not a young go fast buck. 

To sum it up this Golden Eagle has a great hunting ground 
in Australia’s road network as it Avili easily handle the boring long 
stuff and you’ll revel in its fiin factor through the corners. The 
California 1400 Custom is very much a great bike to ride and 
while you’ve read this before, I really didn’t want to hand it back. 
And yes. I’m bloody serious this time. . .

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I T’S not really an Aussie custom to celebrate the July 
4 Independence Day, perhaps because it is uniquely 
American and perhaps it's usually a bit cold to get out 
and about during the middle of an Aussie winter.

ABC online news on July 5 carried the banner: 'Anti-bikie 
laws: Rallies held around country to protest anti -association 
laws in Queensland, NSW, Victoria and South Australia.’ 

’Crowds of up to 300 people turned out in BrisbanCf 
Melbourne, Sydney and Adelaide on Saturday morning. 

In Brisbane, the United Motorcycle Council of 
Queensland vowed to continue fighting against the

Queensland Government's anti -association laws.,, The rally 
was peaceful even if the message was not. 

The council is still angry with the former Newman 
government for introducing the Vicious Lawless Association 
Disestablishment {VLAD) laws in 2013.*. 

In Melbourne, motorcyclist Max Iddlcs told the 
protest that bikles would fight similar laws from ever being 
introduced in Victoria. 

“There’s nothing in there about bikes, bikies, bikers, bike 
gangs. They are anti-people laws. They want control of the 
clubs,” he said... 

Dale Maggs from the Freedom Riders Association 
said bikics would stand together to prevent any tougher 
legislation that targets them. 

"It has to stop and it has to stop now. We have to lobby 
hard and we have to be strong as a united group.” 

in New South Wales, about 40 (actually over 100) people 
rode their motorbikes around the state’s parliament house. 
The Brothcrhm>d Christian Motorcycle Clubs Greg 
Pcndlcbury addressed the crowd.
